that the capture o£ Soudan will not be 
accomplished without the expenditure 
of much blood and treasure, and that 
the end will not bo attained without 
drawing largely upon the British India 
troops as well as upon the British troops 
now in England.

Mr. Dickey said to-night that he had no 
idea how long they would be away, but 
said it could not be more than a few 
days, 

The ministers to-day decided upon an 
announcement for Monday respecting 
the duration of the life of Parliament. 
While recognizing that there was some 
force in the contention that parliament 
could legally sit until June, rather than 
that there be any doubt respecting the 
validity of legislation passed after April 
25, the government will act on the as- 
sumption that the life of Parliament ex- 
pires at an earlier date. 

The government, it is said, does not 
feel prepared to accept Hall-Caine's 
compromise bill on the copyright ques- 
tion, because it excludes the importation 
for three months of British copyright 
works. The Department of Justice is 
now preparing a bill embodying the 
essential features of Mr. Cable's draft, 
but with this objectionable feature 
remedied.

The municipal council have with- 
drawn the advertisement inviting ten- 
ders for the preparation of a sewerage 
plan for the city. It is the intention to 
make several alterations in the specifi- 
cations, which may take a few weeks to 
complete. 

It is reported that Dunsmuir's East 
Wellington colliery, of which >V. Chand- 
ler is overman, has struck eight feet o( 
coal in the level running from No. I 
shaft down the valley. The coal at pres- 
ent is somewhat soft, but is expected to 
harden as it opens up. 

Mr. James Dunsmuir, president of the 
Consolidated Mineral Hill (Alberni) 
Company, has left for Alherni. He in- 
tends to immediately put on a full gang 
of men and push the work of develop- 
ment with the utmost dispatch. Adam 
Ross, for many years connected with the 
Wellington colleries, will have charge of 
the work. 

VERNON. 
(From the News.) 

Jim Cameron, who returned Monday 
from a prospecting trip on the west side 
of Okanagan lake, reports having made 
a good find, and judging from the sam- 
ples he shows he has struck it rich. 

Messrs. Hooper and Creight have gone 
into camp on the commonage near Mr. 
Birnie's ranch on the west side of Long 
lake. They intend prospecting in that 
vicinity, some very promising ledges 
having been located thereabouts. 

The Vernon Gun Club are advertising 
in Washington and California papers 
for live mountain quail for breeding 
purposes. 

Jack Elhvell, of Ducks, was in this 
city on Monday and Tuesday in connec- 
tion with the deal between the Swan 
Lake Mining and Development Com- 
pany and a Scotch syndicate. Mr. 
Craven is expected to arrive here about 
the middle of April. 

Messrs. Wright and Pelly have located 
the Close Call and Old Tom on the 
point of the arm of Okanagan lake. 
These two ledges are probably the most 
promising prospects that have been 
struck about here. The quartz is similar 
to that from which Mr. Morden got his 
$0o assay, being a galena and copper- 
bearing rock carrying gold. The ledges 
are from six to eight feet wide. Four 
men are now working on the claims and 
the owners are confident that they will 
have something good to report very 
shortly.

Large bodies of ore are known to exist at 
the head of Curlew and San Poil creeks, 
bat whether of high or low grade has 
not yet been determined. 

Work will soon be started on the Cor- 
dick claim in Summit camp, as Captain 
Adams lias Mr, Cordick, after whom the 
claim is named, on the way out from the 
East, who will put a force of men to 
work as soon as he arrives. A shaft 60 
feet deep was sunk on the Cordick last 
fall, and this will be carried to a greater 
depth, and the extent of the ledge proven 
by crosscuts nnd drifts.

MIXING IN OKANAGAN. 

Important Ledges of Gold BearinK Quartz 
in the Vicinity of Vernon— Five of 
the Principal Groups. 

[From the Vernon News ] 

"Within the past few weeks, to the west 
of the city, small ledges of comparatively 
high grade gold bearing quartz have been 
discovered, carrying gold from surface 
assays of from if 10 to $166 per ton. 

The general direction of the ledges is 
northeast and southwest; dip to the 
northwest. The formation runs north- 
west and southeast and dip to the north- 
east. To the south of the city granite is 
the country rock; coming north, belts of 
schist .and slate are encountered, with 
blow-outs of lime formation. 

The principal group of claims are the 
Bon Liable, the Swan Lake, the Larkin, 
Camp Lefroy and Camp Morden. 

The Bon Diable is situated on the Ii X 
ranch and is owned by Messrs. Coster- 
ton and Simmons. Large blowouts of 
grey quartz, mineralized with iron 
pyrites and carrying free gold in quanti- 
ties of from $C to !fS, are met with on all 
the claims of this group. Two shafts, 
one fifteen and the other twenty-live 
feet, have been sunk, but the most 
development has been done by the B X 
creek in cutting through an immense 
ledge of grey quartz, which assays J)8 
per ton. 

TheSwan Lake group consists of some 
seven claims situate to the- east of Swan 
lake and owned by the Swan Lake Min- 
ing and Development Co., of which Mr. 
W. J. Armstrong was the organizer. A 
largo belt of gold-bearing quartz, assay- 
ing from $1 to $13 on the surface, outs 
through the group northeasterly. A 
shaft forty feet deep has been sunk. 

The Larkin group, now being* pros- 
pected by Messrs. McLennan, McArthur 
and Brown, is situate close to Larkin 
station and is similar in formation to 
tin' Swan Lake group. Assays front JO 
to |8. 

The Lefroy group is situate on the 
west side of Swan Lake. The formation 
is slate, the ledges small hut. heavily 
mineralized with iron and copper pyrites 
and carrying gold. Mr. Shook was the 
first locator of this group, and for the 
past two weeks has been in partnership 
with G. Milligan and (i. Howard en- 
gaged in opening up the ledge. The 
ledge is apparently about two feet wide 
and assays from $1 to $ 10 in gold. An 
assay from a large piece of float found 
on this claim went, $166 in gold.

Assays $10 in gold and $64 in 
silver.

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The Khalifa Calls on the Dervishi 
to Fight Against 
Egypt. 



Natives Disconsolate at the Pros- 
pect— Slatin Pasha for the Front 
— Ostium Digua. 



Cairo, March 21. — The knalil'a has 
proclaimed a jehad (holy war) against 
Egypt, and called on all Dervishes cap- 
able of bearing arms to enrol under hia 
banner. It is said Ostnan Ditjna will 
leave Kassala and join the Dervishes 
now mustering at Dongola. 

Lord Cromer declines to express any 
opinion as to the situation. The as- 
sumption is that he knows very little of 
the scope of the movement. It is known 
that the order for the advance was a sur- 
prise to him. With the experience 
gained through Wolseley's dilatory, 
vacilliting tactics in the Khartoum cam- 
paign before the British war otlice, it is 
practically certain that this expedition 
will be called forward with sharp- 
ness and precision, but it is not 
at all porbable that a serious ad- 
vance will be made upon the very thres- 
hold of summer. The Soudan and 
Egyptian troops at Wady Haifa may be 
pushed on to Akashcr, while the Kng- 
lish contingent will concentrate at Wady 
Haifa and organize for effective work. 
When cool weather sets in, early in Sep- 
tember, columns from the Nile and 
Suakim can make a comlined advance 
on Omdurman, but the guardians of 
Khalifa Abdula know something of Brit- 
ish tactics and may not wait for the 
cooler weather programme. 

Fully 00,000 Dervishes are reported 
ready to light. The massacre of Italians 
at Adowa filled them with warlike zeal, 
and the fall of Kassala would inflame 
them with fanaticism. They may lake 
the initial and may fall upon the ad- 
vance column of the Nile and crush it, 
even before the main support can reach 
Massun. 

While the natives are all disconsolate 
in the prospect of war, the English in 
Cairo are elated. Scores of young men 
in civil places are strivitig'for permission 
to join the forces, anil scores of English 
women have volunteered lor hospital 
service. The prospect of lighting creates 
much enthusiasm among tho British. I 
Many serious minded observers predict 
that the attempt to carry out England's 
long matured policy in the Soudan wiil 
provoke a European war, inasmuch as it 
will afford Russia and France the pre- 
text which they have been yearning for. 

The troops in Cairo are ta'ken by rail 
to Ghizeh, where the steamers receive 
and carry them down to Assouan. The 
North Staffordshire regiment is booked 
to make tho trip on the 20th. The 
young Khedive is said to be elated over 
the prospect. 

Slatin Pasha, the companion of Gen. 
Gordon, who has bad seventeen years of 
life and imprisonment in the Soudan, 
and who now holds the rank of colonel 
in the Egyptian army, is suffering from 
injuries received through a recent fall 
from his horse. He says: "Although I 
am still lame, I shall go to the front at 
once. By reason of my knowledge 
of tho country, my information ti? 
to the forces in the field and to 
be brought into it, and my ability 
to speak the dialect of the Soudan resi- 
dents, I ought to be able to render good 
service. I really speak Soudanese bet- 
ter than my native German. I think 
we shall have lighting inside of a week. 
Our troops to-day made the first advance 
beyond Egyptian territory. They are 
certain to meet opposition. I think we I 
shall find the enemy at least 4,000 strong 
in rifles, with 5,000 spearsmen and with I 
an irregular cavalry force of about 2,000. 
The best arms they have are the Fern- ! 
ington rifles, and they are quite out of 
date now. The talk about the Dervishes | 
being able to put 100,000 lighters in the 
field is absurd . Not half that number 
of fighting men can he mustered in the 
whole region. They have some regi- 
mental and brigade organization, but dis- 
cipline is lax. Osman Digna will proba- 
bly be our chief opponent. The Dervish- 
es will not in this encounter have the 
fanaticism which the Mahdi inspired in 
the Gordon campaign. Beside, the peo- 
ple are much dissatislied on account of 
the oppression and misrule of their gov- 
ernment of late. 1 am quite familiar 
with all the tribes that can he brought 
against us, and we have no fear as to the 
result of this expedition. Quite a num- 
ber of European military officers are ap- 
plying for permission to accompany us. 
Sidar, who is tin! nominal commander 
of the Egyptian army, will go to the 
front on Tueeday. Much is expected id' 
the trained Soudanese reiriments offi- 
cered by the British, hut 1 would not 
care to depend much upon Egyptian 
troops such as I have seen."

HERBERT BOOTH. 

Toronto's Late Commandant in Seattle— He 
Regrets the Course Taken by His 
Brother. 

Seattle, March 21.— Commandant 
Herbert Booth, who for six years has 
been in charge of the Salvation Army 
work in Canada, was in Seattle yester- 
day, on his way East to report at inter- 
national headquarters for assignment to 
another held of duty. He is a son of 
Commander William Booth and was re- 
called from Canada at. the same time 
that bis older brother, Ballington Booth, 
was recalled from the command of the 
army in the United States. Ballington 
Booth, instead of obeying the order re- 
calling him, has organized a new army. 

'' Of course I regret leaving the work 
in Canada," he said, " for 1 have become 
much attached to it and the people 
there. At the same time, I am ready 
and willing to go to whatever field I may 
be assigned." When asked as to his 
probable destination he only smiled, 
a id apparently, to use a naval phrase, 
hi is sailing with sealed orders. lie ex- 
pressed regret at the course taken by his 
brother, Ballington Booth, in breaking 
away from the old Army, but thought 
time had already shown that the move- 
ment would cause no serious disaffection 
in the United States. 



MENELEK'S DEMANDS. 

He Insists on an [Indemnity of Forty Mil- 
lion Lire From Italy. 

Rome, March 21. — King Menelek de- 
mands an indemnity of 40,000,000 lire 
from Italy. This condition is, of course, 
unacceptable and further complicates 
the situation. The Negus' forces now 
threaten to surround Asmara, \\hile 
continuing to advance upon Massowah. 
The Marquis di Rudini is evidently los- 
ing ground. It is believed that in case 
the credit he has asked for is refused he 
will dissolve parliament. A royal decree 
for this purpose has already been drawn 
up, and only awaits promulgation! Af- 
ter peace has been declared King Mene- 
lek will, it is said, visit the Czar. The 
Russian ambassador is negotiating for 
the passage of a Russian ambulance 
corps through Massowah. Permission 
is certain to be granted. The meeting 
between King Humbert and Kaiser 
William will take place at Venice in the 
middle of April.

In the case of Nellie Davis it was de- 
veloped in the evidence that she had 
been almost continually drunk for tho 
past live or six years, and that she had 
become especially intoxicated Friday, 
when "Sweeny the Chaw " celebrated his 
birthday by treating the deceased, her 
fellow-cahinor and one other friend to 
live pints of whiskey and twenty-seven 
eggs. The verdict, 'bused chiefly on the 
post, mortem, was that death had result- 
ed from heart failure and congestion of 
the lungs, acceh-raieil by constant hard 
drinking. 

The jury also noted in their finding 
that the post mortem doctor had on this 
occasion neglected to lea ve the body in a 
fit and proper condition to be viewed by 
any jury, an opinion in which the cor- 
oner was obliged to concur. Mr. T. K. 
Wood acted as foreman of the jury, his 
associates on that body being Messrs. 
Morris Marks, Peter Hansen, .John Tay- 
lor, George Roberta and Lindsay Hayl- 
lor.

THE ESTIMATES. 

Tho Estimates that were submitted to 
the Legislative Assembly yesterday have 
been very carefully drawn up. It is no 
easy matter to make a calculation of 
expenditure that will please everyone. 
A great many say that the Government 
must be economical, that they must 
spend less money and that they must 
keep taxes down. But when the critic 
comes to details he finds tho business of 
retrenchment by no means so easy as he 
believed it to be. Improvements arc 
wanted here, there and everywhere ; 
necessary services must be kept in an 
efficient condition ; and the interest on 
the public debt must be punctually 
paid. 

A very considerable part of the ex- 
penditure is regulated by statute. 
This part of it cannot lie med- 
dled with. Shall we spend less 
on our roads ami bridges? the economist 
is asked. No, that would hardly do. 
The fact is the country is continually 
wanting new stretches of road ami new 
bridges; and the roads already opened 
must be kept in good repair. Lie, if he 
is thoughtful and intelligent, will see 
that as the development of the province 
depends upon its having roads and 
plenty of them it will hardly do to starve 
the road service. Then, how about edu- 
cation? Can the appropriation for edu- 
cation be cut down materially? Now 
that the cities contribute largely to the 
education of the children of the citizens 
the Government is chiefly concerned 
with the education of the children in 
the' rural districts. Well, the schools 
must be kept up in those districts. 
People will not settle in the Province if 
they find that no provision or an insuf- 
ficient provision has been made for the 
•education of their children. It is well 
known that one of the chief inducements 
for settlers lo make this Province their 
home is the certainty that provision is 
made for the elementary education of 
every child born within its limits. It 
will not do just now, at any rate, to 
cripple our system of public education. 
Something may be done in the matter of 
cutting down salaries, but not so much 
as a good many people imagine. The 
Government must make ample provision 
for the administration o( justice and for 
the enforcement of law. The prosperity 
of the Province in a great measure de- 
pends upon its maintaining the char- 
acter it has earned for being a law- 
abiding and law-respecting country; 
ami the laws cannot he enforced 
unless good men ami plenty id' them 
are employed to enforce them. The 
Government might lessen its giants to 
public institutions, charities and hos- 
pitals, but the saving effected would not 
be large and retrenchment in these di- 
rections would not be popular or for the 
good of the Province. 

We think that we have said enough to 
show the reader that it is not so eitay or 
so practicable or prudent to cut down 
the expenses of government as many 
people who do not think a great deal 
about what they bay, or inquire very 
closely into the working of the Govern- 
ment, imagine. This province is in a 
peculiar position. It is tho youngest of 
the provinces of the Dominion. It has 
vast resources, but nearly all of them 
are only in the first stage of develop- 
ment. It is the interest and the 
duty of tho Government to give 
those who are building up the 
Province every possible facility 
to do their work. To do this requires 
the expenditure of hugo sums of money, 
but the expenditure, though it will pay 
in tho end, will produce no immediate 



THE WRONG WORD. 

We hear a great deal about' " coer- 
cion " in these days, anil those wdio use 
the word wish to be understood that the 
people coerced are necessarily badly 
used. If a man is coerced to vote for a 
candidate whom he does not like the 
coercion that is then used is tyrannical. 
But if a man is coerced or compelled to 
pay a debt, or to perform the conditions 
of a bargain, or to fulfil an agreement 
which he has voluntarily entered into 
the coercion is good, and necessary ; in 
fact society cannot get along without it. 
In such cases the compulsion is not 
generally called " coercion." If the 
word coercion as it is used in connec- 
tion with the Manitoba school question 
means merely that the Government of 
Manitoba is to be forced to do 
what the province has voluntarily, in 
the most solemn and the most binding 
of all agreements, covenanted to do, no 
one would dream of saying that the 
coercer deserves to be blamed or re- 
proached. But though this is really the 
case the word is used as if the attempt 
were being made to compel Manitoba to 
do what the province has not bound itself 
to do — as it force wits being used unnec- 
essarily and unjustifiably. 

When a judge declares that a man 
must pay the sum which he has bound 
himself by a note of hand to pay, 
no one says that there is anything wrong 
in the coerciou which he threatens, or, 
if he decides that a contractor must act 
up to the contract he has entered into 
or he must pay damages, no one dreams 
of condemning the judge us a tyrant be- 
cause he coerces the contractor. 
It must, then, be admitted 
that it altogether depends on how coer- 
cion is applied whether it is an act of 
tyranny or a justifiable and a necessary 
use of power. By the way in which the 
word " coercion " is used by the oppon- 
ents of the Government it might be sup- 
posed that it invariably signifies an 
abuse of authority. But It does not. 
When it is used to describe wdiat is 
done when an individual is forced to do 
what it is his duty to do and wdiat he 
otiLdit to have done without the use of 
force, moral or physical, it is either mis- 
applied or it copveya the idea that the 
compulsion used was legitimate and 
necessary. Those who understand the 
Manitoba school question know that it 
is both mean and dishonest to apply the 
word " coercion " in a reproachful sense 
to the proceedings which the Govern- 
ment have taken in that matter.

The Roston Commercial Advertiser, 
commenting upon the question, " Has 
the newspaper lost its moral sense'.'"

This is much too sweeping a query. It 
would be quite its sensible to ask it' tho 
lull' iir the medical profession or the 

great body of instructors in our institu- 
tions of learning had lost their "moral 
sense." There arc corrupt lawyers, dis- 
honest physicians and depraved school 
teachers. But no intelligent person 
thinks of challenging the morality of 
their professions because of this fact. 
It is equally irrational to utter broad- 
cast charges against the profession of 
journalism.

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How the Steamer " St. Pierre " Came 
to ]5o Lost on the 
Atlantic. 



The Schooner " Fisher Maid " Raised 
and Beached— The "Mischiefs" 
Latest Trip. 



Captain Sears and the crew of the lost 
steamer St. Pierre, who are now on their 
return home, are expected to arrive 
here shortly. The C.P.N. Co. , since the 
loss of the St. Pierre, have been making 
inquiries for another vessel to take her 
place, but have not yet secured one. 
Oapt. Irving, | the company's manager, 
has received a long and interesting let- 
ter from Capt. Sears concerning the 
loss of the St. Pierre, which had been 
forwarded from Gibraltar. It appears 
that the steamer left Halifax on Febru- 
ary 13 and was obliged to stop the next 
day to make repairs to the feed pipe. 
The following day a storm arose and 
continued for two days. On the after- 
noon of the 17th the feed pipe again 
got out of order on account of the ahift- 
ing of the boiler. The water above 
the pipe poured out of the boil- 
er and, to make matters worse, 
the steamer began t > Bhip seaB, 
soon becoming helpless. Until the 2Uui 
the crew worked night and day, but with 
little success. The ship Fidel lo, bound 
for Bremen, offered assistance, which 
was reluctantly refused, Capt. Sears, 
with some of his officers, believing that 
they could still save the vessel. The 
water in the ship had been lowered be- 
low the boiler, but the blocks support- 
ingthe boiler were all adrift, and resting 
on the bilge keel the boiler was swinging 
with every motion of the steamer. Re- 
alizing that nothing further could be 
done to save the steamer, Captain Sears 
made signals of distress mid attracted 
the attention of the steamship Norman- 
nia, requesting that the St. Pierre 
be towed to the nearest port. The chief 
engineer of the German liner, however, 
was of the opinion that the St. Pierre 
could not bo kept afloat, and when all 
things came to be considered the vessel 
was finally abandoned. 

A TRIP AROUND TIIK ISLAND, 

After again circumnavigating the isl- 
and, the steam schooner Mischief, Capt. 
Foot, returned to port yesterday morn- 
ing, expecting to leave early to-morrow 
to tow the Siwash schooner Fisher Maid 
to Victoria for repairs. The latter, it 
will be remembered, sank in San Juan 
harbor some little time ago, and was 
damaged by striking a rock before her 
immersion. She was raised and beached 
by Capt. Foot when the Mischief was 
outward bound from here, and it is now 
intended to bring her here for repairs 
Proceeding along the coast Capt. Foot 
kept a sharp lookout for the missin 
sealer May Belle, but saw nothing of 
her. The schooner South Bend, the last 
of the sealers to get away from the 
coast, left Kyuquot a week ago last 
Monday. At Quatsino the Mischief 
landed the lirst mail for the new post 
oflice recently established there. A new 
wharf is building at that point, and 
upon the Mischief's next trip she will 
carry the plant for a new saw mill. Go- 
ing around the north of the island the 
steamer took tin inside passage home- 
ward, and stopped at Comox for coal.

With a full cargo and a list of about 
forty steerage and two saloon passengers 
the steamship Victoria sailed for Japan 
and China at 2 o'clock yesterday. Be- 
tween t>00 and 700 tons of freight was 
left behind at Tacoma, the steamship 
being unable to carry all that was oli'er- 
ed. It is expected" that the Victoria 
will be the lirst Northern Pacific steam- 
ship to bring to Tacoma a full cargo of 
the new crop of tea, arriving here in 
May. Captain Squire, R.N., was the 
.only saloon passenger who left here on 
the' steamer, 

MARINE NOTES. 

The U. S. warship Monterey will re- 
main in Esquiuialt until to-morrow 
afternoon, affording visitors an excellent 
opportunity of viewing the interesting 
looking visitor. She is obtaining in the

ON A TECHNICALITY. 

The Slander Suit of Maclure vs. McCurdy 
Is Dismissed— Will Be Reopened. 

A Port Townsend case of some cele- 
brity in which quite a number of Vic- 
torians are deeply interested, the $5,000 
damage action of J . C. Maclure against 
James McCurdy, has been dismissed on 
a legal technicality, according to the 
Townsend Leader " McCurdy was 
charged," to quote the Leader, " with 
having uttered false and slanderous re- 
ports against Maclure, to the affect that 
the latter had mist rented his wife, con- 
tracted a loathsome disease shortly after 
one of their children was horn, and that 
he had been arrested and convicted by 
the police of Victoria. Attorneys 
Trumbull A Trumbull represented 
Maclure, and A. K. Coleman had Mc- 
Curdy's ease. But Mr. Uoleinau was 
nut. of town and did not return to try 
the ease, and only two days ago it was 
entrusted to Attorney Jennings, who 
burned the midnight oil over old musty 
books of law. and went into court yes- 
terday morning without, a single witness 
to speak for his client. He was equal 
to the occasion, however, and suc- 
cessfully argued a motion for a 
non-suit after all the direct testimony 
for ttie plaintiff hail been presented. 
The points raised by Attorney Jennings 
and sustained by Judge Ballinger, were 
first, that the statements alleged to have 
been made by defendant were not action- 
able per se, not charging indictable 
offences against plaintiff, and second, 
that, not being actionable per so, there 
was no special damage alleged; and 
again, the variance between the allega- 
tions and the proof under the complaint 
were fatal to the maintenance of the 
action in the form before the court 
There was a hard battle between At 
torneys John Trumbull and Jennings 
over the motion, and the latter was 
highly complimented by attorneys pre- 
sent for his successful presentation of 
the technical points mentioned. J. N. 
MeFarland, a Victoria detective, who 
has been connected with the ease pro- 
fessionally all along, stated to a Leader 
reporter "last night that Mr. Maclure 
would prosecute this ease to the end, 
under a new and perfected complaint."

Thus 
a queen led, with no indication that il i 
forced loud, shows that the jack, leu and 
nine are hack of it (see tahie of Auiorli 
Loads). Therefore, Willi aoo, king and 
small in third hand, play the king on the 
partner's queen, return thence, then lead 
the remaining low card, thus establishing 
tho control and the load in the hand which 
has tho longer suit. 

On the lead of a low card play tho high- 
est eard, except when this tops a sequence, 
when, of course, tho low of the sequence is 
played.

the honor. 

.Mr. Evans is a (imminent young Bos- 
toniau and is engaged in t ho real estate 
business at the Hub. Ho is of rather slight 
build and is a little loss than medium 
height, lie has always been fond of skat- 
lug us a sport, but it was not until about 
six years ago that ho realized the artistic 
possibilities of the sport. Having decide ! 
to master tlio art, of skating, he sot ahum 
to accomplish tho task in his own way, 
totally disregarding tho mot bods employed 
by other crack skaters. Mr. Evans bus 
brought, out a whole lot of new things, 
and his originality forms ouo of tho chiei 
characteristics of his work.

AMBASSADOR BAYARD CENSURED. 

Resolution Passed by the House of Repre. 
sentatives— Conniient of Hie London 
"Standard." 

Washington, March 21. — The resolu- 
tion adopted by the House of Kepre- 
scntatives yesterday, after reciting the 
objectionable features of Mr. Bayard's 
speech, were : 

" Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
house of representatives that Thomas F, 
Bayard, ambassador of the United States 
to Great Britain, in publicly using the 
language quoted, has committed an of- 
fence against diplomatic propriety, and 
an abuse of the privileges of his 
exalted position, which should make 
him the representative of tlio whole 
country, and not of any political 
party. Such utterances were wholly 
inconsistent with the prudent, delicate 
and scrupulous reserve which he him- 
self, while secretary" of slate, enjoined j 
upon all diplomatic agents of the United I 
States. In one speech he affronts the | 
great body of his countrymen who be- | 
lieve in the policy of protection. In the 
other speech he offends all Ids country- 
men who believe that Americans are I 
capable of self-government. Therefore, I 
as tlio immediate representatives of the | 
American people, and in their name, we j 
condemn and censure the said utter- 
ances of Thomas V. Bayard. 

" Resolved, further, That in the opin- 
ion of thehouseof representatives public | 
speeches by our diplomatic or consular 
officers abroad which display partisan- 
ship or which condemn any political 
part}' or party policy or organization of 
citizens of the United States, are in 
dereliction of the duty of such officers, 
impair their usefulness as public ser- 
vants, and diminish the confidence 
which they should always command at 
home and abroad, " 

London, March 21. — The representa- 
tive of the Associated Press called at the 
United States embassy last night to in- 
quire whether Mr. bayard desired to say 
anything for publication regarding the 
vote of censure passed by the house of re- 
presentatives at Washington City, Mr. 
Bayard, however, announced that he did 
not desire to talk on the matter. 

The Standard in commenting upon 
the censure of the United States ambas- 
sador by the house of representatives at 
Washington City, asserts that the griev- 
ance was ridiculously exaggerated, and 
it trusts, for the sake of preserving the 
friendly conduct of the Venezuelan dis- 
pute, that Mr. Bayard will ignore the 
vote, " although he might naturally 
desire to free himself from official con- 
trol and throw himself into the contro- 
versy at home, so as to wreak revengeon 
his opponents who have taken ungener- 
ous advantage of a very Blight breach of 
decorum."

Athougli she was 
right on the slavery question, anil at 
times has swung into line with splendid 
effect, an atmospheric wave may at any 
time blight the buds of promise, But 
the chief point just now is that the next 
electoral college will be very decidedly 
Republican, whatever thedoubtful shue's 
may do.

Congress of Socialists— Yenomous 
Debute in the Prussian Diet— 
.Model Battleship, 



Bekun, March 21.— A conflict between 
the Bundesrath, Reichstag, Count von 
Posadovvsky, secretary of the Imperial 
Treasury and Dr. Miquel, Prussian 
Minister of Finance has arisen out of 
the motion oi Dr. Lisber, the clerical 
party leader to set aside half of the Im- 
perial surplus of 1890-97 to pay oil' that 
much of tho National debt which has 
risen front nothing in 1S70 to two mil- 
liards. Count Posadowsky approved ol 
the proposition, thinking the oppor- 
tunitv favorable as the imperial budget 
now shows a steady surplus of 26,000,000 
marks; but the Bundesrath opposed the 
matter because the surplus now goes to 
the treasuries of the different states 
and Dr. Miquel opposes it because he it 
jealous of Count, Posadowsky 's growing 
influence in finance and in the reichstag, 
and has also brought the Emperor to his 
views. The reichstag, however, adopt- 
ed Dr. Lisber's motion to-day by a largi 
majority, and so it is thought there ma\ 
be trouble all around. 

The Abyssinian and Egyptian ques- 
tions are the subject of a great deal ol 
negotiation upon the part of the Drei- 
bund. Germany in response to Italy's 
representations, supports Great Britain, 
although the bitterness manifested by 
the former towards the latter country is 
not effaced. The German newspapers, 
however, generally support the Nile ex- 
pedition. It became known to-day that 
France, through M. Herbert, the French 
ambassador here, sounded Germany dur- 
ing the week as to whether or not the 
idea of a European conference to regu- 
late Egyptian affairs would be accept- 
able, but Marschall von Bieberstein, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, replied thai 
the evacuation oi Egypt was considered 
a strictly British affair, and must be set- 
tled amicably between the interested 
parties. 

It is generally believed that the Em- 
peror William's visit to Italy is connect- 
ed with t he renewal of the Drei bund and 
the suggested mollifications thereof, and 
that be may meet Emperor Francis 
Joseph as well as King Humbert belore 
he returns. In addition to the altera- 
tion of Italy's position, Germany is de- 
sirous of greater liberty to enable her ti 
place herself in accord with Russia 
in the Far East. The Emperor and 
Empress have put off their departure 
for Italy until Monday, and His Ma- 
jesty may now meet the Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph in Vienna instead of Genoa, 
and in company with King Humbert, as 
first proposed. It is understood that 
the plans of His Majesty may be still 
further changed. 

The Emperor William yesterday dined 
with the officers of the Cuirassiers of the 
Guard, and towards midnight began talk- 
ing with a bandmaster about historical 
marches. Later His Majesty took the 
baton from the bandmaster's band and 
conducted the " fiohenfriedbergcr 
March," by Frederick the Great. At its 
conclusion the Emperor said: "It is 
grand, like that, I will have it like that 
throughout my army." 

Five thousands Socialists, Anarchists 
and ultra-Radicals celebrated the Berlin 
revolution of 1848 and the Paris com- 
mune on Wednesday last. 

The graves of the so-called martyrs of 
1848 were visited at, Fi iedrichshain, and 
thousands of wreaths and scarlet rib- 
lions, some ol them bearing revolutionary 
mottoes, were seized by the police. 

The Vorwaerts, organ of the Socialists, 
issued a special number, which was un- 
usually aggressive and it was confiscated 
by the police, who also seized a special 
edition issued upon the same occasion 
by the Anarchist organ, the Socialist.

German newspapers owine to the fact 
that they have -been slighted bv the re- 
sponsible officials. Xo one of the few 
editors and correspondents invited 
to attend has accepted, and 
the Berlin press club has passed 
a resolution expressing indigna- 
tion at the manner in which the press 
has been treatetl. Besides the present 
members of the Reichstag, 110 former 
members of that body, including 41 of 
tho original members will attend the 
banquet. There will only be two toasts, 
" The Emperor " and " Prince Bis- 
marck." 

The Socialists Liberal Association of 
Germany hold a congress in Berlin on 
May 4, with a view to forming a central 
body to regulate the systematic assist- 
ance of the unemployed. 

The model battleship of the new type 
suggested by the Emperor William is to 
be built at Kiel. The chief variation 
from the existing types is the placing of 
numerous heavy guns in several stories 
of turrets. 

The Emperor William on Wednesday 
last purchased the three handsome 
wrought-iron gates which formed the 
portals of the German section ot the 
World's fair. The price paid was 00,000 
marks. 

Instructions have been issued to ex- 
amine witnesses in East Africa in con- 
nection with the charges brought 
against Dr. Peters, who is said to have 
made very damaging remarks at Moshi 
and Zanzibar, soon after the two ex- 
peditions of 1802. One of his servants, 
who is now in Berlin, has made a de- 
position to the chief of t he colonial office, 
Dr. Kayser. 

There has been a large increase in the 
number of cases of influeuza and pneu- 
monia in Berlin lately, and there have 
been fifty-three deaths from influenza 
during the past week. 

The Menonite soldier, Throener, has 
again been arrested and sentenced for a 
third time for refusing to bear arms. 
He bad been released after serving a 
second term of one year. 

The U. S. ambassador to Germany, 
Mr. F. 1'". I'hl, will arrive here at an in- 
convenient time, as the Emperor will be 
absent until May and Mr. Uhl thus can- 
not be presented to him. 

The Agrarian debate in the Prussian 
diet on Wednesday last was venomously 
directed against America, and one of the 
Conservatives inquired what steps the 
government intended to take in 
order to exclude American in- 
fected meat and cattle. Herr Mendel, 
another Conservative, declared that dis- 
used cattle were killed at Chicago, the 
sanitary provisions there being, he de- 
lured defective and demanded that the 
importation of American cattle be pro- 
hibited, and thai a strict bacteriological 
department be created. 



ITALIAN ALLIANCES. 

Premier Rudini Says They Are Completed 
by the Arrangement With Britain. 

Romb, March 21.— The chamber of 
deputies to-day resumed the debate upon 
the subject of African credits. A sharp 
personal altercation too place between 
deputies Mooenni and Barzilai, relative 
to the recall of General Baratieri. So 
bitter was the discussion between the 
two members that a duel is likely to re- 
sult. After various amendments hud 
been proposed, including the matter of 
the impeachment of the Crispi 
cabinet, the subject of the aban- 
donment of Erythrea, and the 
proposition condemning the peace 
negotiations with Abyssinia, Premier 
Rudini declared that Italy's recent 
friendly arrangements with Great Brit- 
ain completed the system of the coun- 
try^ alliances with foreign nations. He 
said that it was not correct to suppose 
that peace has already been concluded 
with Abyssinia, though it was true that 
negotiations looking to this end are 
pending. lie concluded by declaring 
that he was opposed to the policy of 
colonial expansion in Africa. The*credlt 
bill was then adopted by a secret ballot. 
The chamber then adjourned until 
April 28.
